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RESULTS OF THE RELIEF RULES 


SCHEDULE SYSTEM !S IN PERIL 








Use of Measure to Meet Cut-Rate Com- 
petition of Some Non-Union Com- 
panies Being Criticized 





There is much comment in the west- 
ern field at the present time over the 
results of the relief rule passed by the 
Western Union. The Western Union 
took the ground that in many points 
some of the non-union companies and 
mutuals were shading rates sufficiently to 
capture their business and thus tying 
the hands of the union agents. Having 
put separation into effect successfully 
the union companies, therefore, felt that 
it was time to turn their attention to 
the causes that were diverting some of 
their business to outsiders. 

Passed the Rule for Relief 

The organization passed a rule giving 
the governing committee authority to 
grant relief where it was found an out- 
side company had cut a rate or where 
sufficient evidence was at hand to prove 
that an outside company was going to 
secure business by cut rate. At first 
the agents were not educated up to the 
relief rule, but as time goes on, they 
have received abundant information 
from their companies and field men. 

The result is that applications for 
relief are coming in from all quarters 
and with great rapidity. The govern- 
ing committee undoubtedly is using its 
utmost efforts to ascertain whether ap 
plications for relief are genuine and 
whether there is cause for putting this 
rule into effect. There are so many 
devious methods, however, used in 
manufacturing competition that it is a 
question whether a continued use of the 
rule on the present scale will not ulti- 
mately have a demoralizing effect and 
break down entirely rating systems. 
The applications of the relief rule 
would seem to put at naught any de- 
fense of the schedule system, and 
furthermore it opens the way for 
charges of discrimination. 

Schedule System in Danger 

The schedule system was put into ef- 
fect for the purpose of giving both com- 
panies and assured scientific rates and 
also opening the way for improvements 
in the hazard to reduce rates. With 
the relief rule used as at present, it 
would seem that the schedule system 
was in great danger. Some union com- 
panies and their field men, from all re- 
ports, are attempting to use the rule in 
the effort to get business. The assured 
in many localities are coming to learn 
considerable about the relief measure 
and are conspiring to use it to their 
benefit. 

While everyone acknowledges that cut- 
rate competition is the most disagree- 
able of any to deal with, yet it is a 
grave question at the present time 
whether the loss of business to cut- 
rate companies is sufficient to warrant a 
vigorous expansion of relief measures 
and thus undermining the schedule sys- 
tem of rating. 

Sifts Out the Chaff 

It can be said that the governing com- 
mittee is doing its utmost to sift out the 
genuine cases of competition on cut rates, 
The committee appreciates the danger of 
its being “worked” by overzealous com-

Supreme Court of Georgia Holds That 
Where a Wager Is Not Involved, a 
Policy Can Be Assigned 





The supreme court of Georgia last 
week rendered a unanimous decision in 
the case of Rylander against Allen, 
which is of much interest to life insur- 
ance men as ruling that one has 
the right to procure insurance on his 
own life and assign the policy to another 
who has no insurable interest in the life 
insured, provided it be not done by way 
of cover for a wager policy. 

The administratrix of Thomas N. 
Allen brought an action against the 
Travelers Insurance Company and Mrs. 
Rylander of Americus, Ga., to recover 
the amount of an insurance policy issued 
by the insurance company upon the life 
of Allen, which was payable at death 
to his estate. He assigned this policy 
to Mrs. Rylander, who had no interest 
as a relative, creditor or otherwise, in 
the continuance of his life. He paid no 
premiums on the policy but the first, and 
all subsequent premiums were paid by 
Mrs. Rylander. Allen died on Feb. 18, 
1905. ‘The insurance was taken in Au- 
gust, 1897 

Facts Regarding the Case 

At the time of executing the assign- 
ment he was “of very advanced age,” 
and there was in existence insurance 
upon his life to the amount of $12,000 
or $15,000, all payable to his estate and 
afterward assigned. The premiums 
amounted to $800 or $1,000 a year, and 
he was not financially able to pay the 
premiums. The original petition stated 
that Mrs. Rylander intentionally en- 
tered into a speculation upon the life of 
Allen without any counterbalancing in- 
terest, and it was therefore contended 
that the assignment was a_ speculation 
and void. Mrs. Rylander demurred that 
the allegations of illegality of assign- 
ment were too vague and indefinite, ex- 
cept as to want of insurable interest. 
The demurrer was overruled and Mrs. 
Rylander excepted. Pending suit the 
money was paid into court and the ac- 
tion dismissed as to the company. The 
heirs of Allen sought to recover and 
were awarded a verdict in the superior 
court at Americus, which is now re- 
versed. 

Decision of the Court 

The decision of the supreme court is 
to the effect that there were no allega- 
tions to show intent on the part of 
Allen and Mrs. Rylander to circumvent 
the law against wagering policies, it not 
appearing from the petition that Allen 
at the time of effecting the insurance 
intended to assign the policy to Mrs. 
Rylander or that she even knew of his 
intention to take the policy. Nor does 
it appear that she did not pay a valuable 
consideration for the assignment. The 
mere fact that Allen was of advanced 
age is not sufficient to invalidate the 
assignment. It is true that amendment 
to the petition alleged that Mrs. Ry- 
lander knew of the large insurance on 
Allen’s life and that he was not finan- 
cially able to carry so large an amount. 

Motives of Mrs. Rylander 

If the object of these allegations was 
to show that Mrs. Rylander at the time 
of the assignment knew that Allen had 
taken policies for the mere purpose of 
assignment to persons having no insur- 
able interest in his life, it was not ac- 
complished, as this insurance might 
have been taken in Allen’s earlier years, 
so that she might have known of its 
existence and have also reason to believe 
that Allen was not financially able to 
keep in force all the insurance on his 
life, and yet might in perfect good faith 
have purchased the policy in question 
believing that Allen wanted to dispose 
of it because he realized that he had

He urged that 
they affiliate with the national organiza- 
tion through the state association and 
that a good delegation be sent to the 
Springfield (O.) meeting in June. In- 
terest was manifested in the work and 
the prospects are agents will build up 
the state work on a new basis. The 
national association has been invited to 
look into the Bowling Green rate war 
and use its influence toward the adjust- 
ment of the matter. Secretary Putnam 
goes there tomorrow. There is danger 
of it spreading to other points.

E. K. Beddall will retire from the firm 
of Hall & Henshaw of New York. 

W. R. Townley of Chicago, general 
agent of the British American of New 
York, will enter the Western Union. 

The Adirondack Fire of New York city 
will be ready for business May 1. Its 
capital of $200,000 and surplus of $100,- 
ooo have been fully subscribed. 

The field forces of the Northwestern 
National and Northwestern Underwriters, 
together with the large city managers, 
are in Milwaukee this week to celebrate 
the opening of the new home office build- 
ing. 

The New York house has passed the 
Armstrong bills regulating lobbying, pro- 
hibiting rebating, penalizing more effect- 
ively falsification or omission of ma- 
terial entries in the books and prescrib- 
ing the manner in which real estate can 
be acquired. 

Dr. L. W. Zartman, who was gradu- 
ated from the University of Illinois in 
1903, and has since been instructor in 
economics at Yale University, will have 
charge of the Yale insurance course the 
coming year He has made a _ special 
study of insurance. 

Kentucky agents are interested in a sec- 
tion of the revenue bill passed by the re- 
cent legislature relating to a tax on the 
premiums of all insurance placed with 
companies not authorized to do business 
in the state, and it is announced that the 
new law will be rigidly enforced. 

Shareholders in certain of the British 
fire insurance companies concerned in re-

TO CHECK CUT RATE SCHEME 


A clever scheme has just been un- 
earthed in connection with insurance on 
the properties of the Corn Products Com- 
pany. This concern, controlling several 
plants in the west, is proposing to place 
its insurance hereafter with New York 
brokers whose intention, it is reported, is 
to grant the assured a concession, plac- 
ing a small portion of the business in 
stock companies through agencies where 
risks are located at full tariff rate, but 
placing the larger share of the business in 
Lloyds, mutuals and other companies at 
figures that will make the average rate 
much less than the regular figures. 

This is in conflict with union rule, 
which provides that a risk controlled by 
a broker, where any part is offered or 
written at less than full tariff must be 
declined even though the company may 
receive the full rate on the portion of risk 
ceded to it. 

The matter has been called to the atten- 
tion of companies by the governing com- 
mittee and, while there is no desire to 
disturb stock policies now on such prop- 
erties, companies are urged to decline 
hereafter to write any policy on those 
risks which, it is thought, will prevent 
the brokers from carrying out their 
scheme.

Indiana seems bent on capturing the 
assistant western manager chairs. George 
E. Haas of Indianapolis has been ap- 
pointed to that position in the western 
department of the Atlas, succeeding the 
late Howard Grenell. 

Already J. C. Ingram of the German 
American, P. T. Kelsey of the Sun, and 
A. R. Monroe of the Queen, all Indiana 
men, are holding down assistant mana- 
gers’ chairs. Then Carroll L. De Witt, 
another of the Hoosier field element, 
came to Chicago to become western su- 
pervising general agent of the Newark 
Fire. Indiana, therefore, is the producer 
of splendid underwriting talent. 

Mr. Haas is the youngest man in his 
position in the west, being 31 years of 
age, but he has brains, snap and char- 
acter back of him. He has grown up 
in the Atlas office since it was opened 
in Chicago, beginning as supply clerk.

INTERESTING GASOLINE FIRE 


An interesting gasoline fire took place 
at Crookston, Minn. a few days ago. 
A woman was cleaning some fabrics 
with gasoline by taking a cloth, sat- 
urating it with the fluid and rubbing 
them. An open vessel of gasoline stood 
near by. During the cleaning process 
an explosion occurred which cost the 
woman her life. 

The Standard Oil Company expert 
who visited the town to investigate 
Claimed that there is not one chance 





in a thousand of the vapor being ig- 
nited from a spark due to friction in 
rubbing. He traced this fire to the 
furnace as the source of the open flame. 
There was a cold air pipe near where 
the cleaning was going on. The vapor 
being heavier than the air, it seeks the 
lower level and this together with the 
downward draft in the flue, carried the 
vapor to the furnace and the explosion 
occurred. 

This expert declares that many sup- 
posed friction explosions with gasoline 
can be traced to causes similar to the 
Crookston case.

RULES ON HOLLOW CEMENT BLOCKS 


The question having recently been 
raised as to what rules as to commis- 
sions and term policies apply in the case 
of so-called hollow cement block build- 
ings, the governing committee rules that, 
in view of the very unsatisfactory ex- 
perience on buildings so constructed, the 
same rules should apply as in the case 
of frame mercantile buildings until a 
definite report can be secured from ex- 
perts on the hollow cement block con- 
struction. 


SOME LOCAL EVENTS 


The champions of preferred rates be- 
ing reduced are starting another cam- 
paign. This time they are proposing a 
modified decrease, 10 cents on brick 
dwellings, detached frames, and con- 
tents and 10 cents on flat buildings. 
The proposed rates are: Brick, annual, 
20 cents; contents, annual, 30 cents; 
frame dwellings detached 50 feet on all 
sides, annual, 40 cents; exposure 
charges to remain same as at present. 
Rates on flats or apartment houses, 
brick, not over three stories in height 
nor over 50 feet front, annual 30 cents, 
contents 40 cents; brick, four stories in 
height not over 50 feet front, annual 40 
cents, contents 50; brick over 50 feet 
front, or over four stories in height, to 
be specifically rated, and a differential 
to be preserved between buildings and 
contents. Deficiency charges, under the 
schedule, on buildings occupied as stores, 
basement and first floor and flats or 





apartments above, south of Twelfth 
street, west of Halsted street or north of 
Chicago avenue to be reduced one-half. 
Occupancy charges to remain unchanged. 

Owing to the strong opposition the 
measure is not likely to pass unless it 
is thought best to suppress the agitation 
by a compromise and permit these small 
reductions. 

Frank H. Collins succeeds to the 
agency of A. C. Collins & Bro. He has 
been the active man in the agency for 
some time. Mr. Collins secures an 
agency of the German of Pittsburg with 
an independent line. 

A. W. Becker has been admitted to the 
firm of Wiley, Corlies & Magill. He 
has been long associated with this firm, 
and was a member of the old firm of 
Webster, Wiley & Co. 

Complaint has been made that com- 
panies are issuing policies covering Chi- 
cago flat and apartment houses having 
fifty feet or more frontage, or being 
over four stories in height, at the mini- 
mum tariff rate, instead of having the rate 
made and published by the superintend- 
ent of ratings, in accordance with the 
by-laws requiring specific rating and the 
80 percent contribution clause. 

The Empire City Fire of New York 
has entered Illinois, R. W. Hosmer & 
Co. being appointed sole agents for Chi- 
cago. The Hosmer agency is one of the 
cleanest in the city. 

C. W. Hunsche, who has been in the 
Chicago office of the Traders for sixteen 
years, has been appointed Cook county 
manager of the German National and 
will be associated in that capacity with 
C. H. Prindeville. 


NORTHWESTERN MEETING 

President Odell of the Fire Under- 
writers Association of the Northwest 
has called a meeting of the officers and 
members of the executive committee to 
meet in Chicago on April 17 to discuss 
plans for the annual convention next fall. 
Already arrangements are being made 
to secure high-class talent for the pro- 
gramme. 


Will Increase Surplus 


The Queen City of Sioux Falls will 
announce an increase in surplus shortly 
—probably within sixty days. The in- 
crease will amount to $50,000 at any 
rate and perhaps $100,000. The com- 
pany has $300,000 capital and is doing 
a large business and the officers have 
recognized for some time that a larger 


surplus would be of great advantage 
to it. 


Eustis Enters the Union 


The governing committee has an- 
nounced the election of Truman W. 
Eustis, western general agent of the Geo- 
gia Home of Atlanta, as a member of the 
Western Union. Mr. Eustis will receive 
a formal welcome at the semi-annual 
meeting of the union at Atlanta, April 11.

COMMENTS ON VORYS’ POSITION 











Generally Believed That the Ohio Superin- 
tendent Desires the Laws Interpreted 
Correctly as They Exist 





Some surprise has been manifested 
throughout Ohio over Superintendent 
Vorys’ statements in his preliminary re- 
port on the subject of fire insurance 
rates. It was supposed that in the re- 
cent readjustments by which stamping 
secretaries were abolished, and it was 
arranged that local board expenses were 
no longer to be paid by the companies, 
but by the agents themselves, that all 
objections that might be raised by the 
most punctilious interpreter of the law 
had been met. 

There are those who suggest that Mr. 
Vorys is trying to create a popular issue 
upon which to hinge his gubernatorial 
aspirations and that he would naturally 
seek for it in some of the questions with 
which he has had to deal in the insur- 
ance department. 

It is not generally believed, however, 
that he has had in mind anything more 
than a correct interpretation of the laws 
as they exist on the statute books, and 
a desire for a clear defining of the 
state’s intention with reference to fire 
insurance rates. Mr. Vorys has always 
been a stickler for carrying out the laws 
as they exist, and the fire msurance laws 
of Ohio are looked upon as somewhat 
vague. He looks upon fire insurance as 
a business in which there is always a 
danger of the companies verging too 
closely toward the line between inde- 
pendent enterprise and combination, and 
seems to think an occasional warning is 
necessary to preserve the proper balance. 
He is not generally believed to be an- 
tagonistic toward the present methods of 
conducting the business, assuming that 
his recent suggestions as to stamping 
secretaries, etc., have been acted upon 
in a fair spirit. 





Columbus Adopts New Rules 


The Columbus Fire Underwriters As- 
sociation has adopted a new set of rules 
to comply with the conditions brought 
about by the recent change in the stamp- 
ing system. Action was also taken to 
reduce the expenses of the association. 
There is now every indication that the 
organization will go on with the good 
work that it has been doing, and that 
the agents will support it in every way 
possible. At least this is the general 
belief. The work of examining the new 
forms as they are used by agents will 
probably be completed by Sept. 1, when 
the business of the office will be much 
lighter than it is at present. 





Affecting Neighboring Towns 


Agents in small towns in the vicinity 
of Bowling Green, O., are complaining 
that the rate trouble there is affecting 
them, because of the fact that offices 
there are reaching out for all the busi- 
ness they can get at a cut rate. One 
agent is said to have been offering to 
write business at half the regular rates 
in Prairie Depot and some other places. 
This is injuring the union and non-union 
agents alike in the smaller places. 





Sandusky Conditions Good 


Agents at Sandusky report conditions 
good, and there is no _ indication 
that there will be any change whatever. 
The association will remain intact, and 
the executive officers are doing every- 
thing possible to keep the members in 
line of good practices and the business 
up to a high standard. Out of nineteen 
agencies, Kunz & Co., representing the 
Detroit and North British & Mercantile 
of New York, are the only ones outside 
of the board. Recognizing the difficulty 
of doing business just now, owing to 
the readjustment of things, the agents 
are exercising care in every direction to 
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maintain the good feeling which has pre- 
vailed for the past five years. 





SPRINGFIELD BOARD’S CHANGES 





Miss Jennie Davidson Succeeds J. A. Roush 
as Secretary—New Constitution 
and By-Laws Adopted 





The Springfield local board, after due 
deliberation, has selected a young lady 
as secretary, in the person of Miss Jen- 
nie Davidson, vice J. A. Roush, resigned 
to take charge of the rating bureau for 
that city and vicinity. Miss Davidson 
has had no previous experience in such 
a position nor in an insurance office, but 
is buckling down to learn the ropes, and, 
it is believed, will master the situation. 
Mr. Roush entered upon his new duties 
April 2, going first to Columbus, to 
take a course of instruction under Man- 
ager Sellers direct. The location of the 
new offices has not been made public, 
but it is believed that they will be in 
the Bushnell building, at least for the 
present. 

The board has adopted a new consti- 
tution and by-laws, though, as a matter 
of fact, it was found unnecessary to make 
but few changes in the old document 
to have it conform to the new condi- 
tions. Among the changes was a pro- 
vision for an executive committee, which 
the board has not had for years. The 
executive committee, which will be com- 
posed of five members, will be elected 
at the next meeting. 

It is rumored that several of the 
smaller agencies will not remain in the 
board, now that the members have to 
pay all the expenses out of their own 
pockets, and especially put up a ten-dol- 
lar membership fee. 


The Harriman & Welty agency has 
recently lost two companies, the North- 
western Underwriters transferring to W. 
D. McIntire and the German of Pitts- 
burg to Peter Lothschueth. The West- 


ern Reserve has transferred from Bil- 
low, Barnett & Co. to the J. S. Elliott 
Company. 

Two new companies have entered 


Springfield, the Mercantile Fire & Ma- 
rine of Boston finding a place in the 
office of F. G. Ockenden and the Jecf- 
ferson of Philadelphia going to A. 
Lessner. 

Much to the surprise of board mem- 
bers, the Queen has become a _ dual- 
agency company, Ziegenfelder & Quinn 
getting the second agency. The first 
agent is W. F. Brandon. 


George M. Wood, who was ill for 
about one year with pulmonary tubercu- 
losis, died April 1 in Springfield, O., his 
native town. Mr. Wood was for sev- 
eral years connected with the J. S. Elli- 
ott Company in that city and with the 
German of Indiana, at Indianapolis, as 
local solicitor. His last engagemeut was 
with T. N. Ross, agent at Lafayette, Ind. 
Clark O. Wood, special agent for the 
Home of New York in Ohio, W. L. 
Wood, an agent at Springfield, O., and 
Rodney Wood of the National Cash Reg- 
ister Company of Dayton are brothers 
of the deceased. 





Fix the Annual Meeting 

The Ohio Association of Local Agents 
will not cease in its work of solidifying 
the agency forces of the state and promot- 
ing good practices, notwithstanding the 
disbanding of the stamping offices. The 
annual meeting will be held in Spring- 
field,\June 12, when it is expected there 
will be a rally of the loyal men whose 
hearts are centered on the state move- 
ment. 

Secretary Putnam .of the national asso- 
ciation met the state association leaders 
at Columbus on Tuesday to stimulate in- 
terest. 





Position of Salaried Managers 
Considerable interest has been taken in 
the success of the Cincinnati committee 
of local agents that called on Superin- 
tendent Vorys to get his opinion as to 





whether a salaried manager of a company 
could belong to a local board. While 
Mr. Vorys made no formal ruling, he 
gave it as his opinion that he could find 
nothing in the statutes that would prevent 
a salaried manager from being a member 
of a board as long as the board was not 
in conflict with the law. As the local 
boards now have nothing to do with rate 
making, it is not thought that they come 
in conflict with the Jaw in any particular. 





Secretary Putnam in Ohio 


Secretary Putnam, of the National 
Agency Association, was in Columbus 
on Tuesday, conferring with the agents 
on the sole agency question, with special 
reference to the outside agency of the 
North British and Phenix. While in 
Chicago, Secretary Putnam secured the 
views and position of the managers of 
these companies, which he presented to 
the Columbus agents. Secretary Put- 
name will endeavor to bring about a 
better feeling and if possible secure. co- 
operation from all sides. 

On Wednesday, by invitation of the 
Cleveland agents, he met a number of 
them, when general and local conditions 
were discussed. 





FROM THE WEST VIRGINIA FIELD 





Fire Underwriters Association May Change 
Its Rule Regarding the Wholesale 
Lumber Form in the State 





West Virginia field men are asking 
their companies for instructions in re- 
gard to the action they shall take con- 
cerning the proposed change in the 
clause in lumber policies in that state. 
Following the controversy which arose 
over the adjustment of the Ritter & Co. 
loss at Panther, where the assured 
wanted the adjustment to be on the 
basis of the then market value of the 
lumber, a resolution was adopted by the 
West Virginia Fire Underwriters As- 
sociation to take up the question of 
rescinding its rule providing that whole- 
sale lumber policies shall be written 
with a clause calling for adjustment of 
loss on the basis of the cost price of 
the lumber, and substituting for it the 
form used by the Lumber Mutual of 
Boston, which contains an 80 percent 
loss clause and provides for adjustment 
on loss on the basis of the selling price 
of lumber at the date and place of the 
fire. 

Some companies are instructing their 
representatives that they see no objection 
to the adoption of the Lumber Mutual’s 
form. In adjusting losses on grain in 
elevators, cotton in compresses, lard and 
pork in packing houses and other staple 
articles having quick sale and recognized 
market prices, the loss is figured on the 
basis of the selling value of the goods 
at the time and place of the loss, and 
there appears to these companies no 
good reason why this principle should 
not be extended to wholesale lumber. 

G. A. Feindt of the Ohio Inspection 
Bureau goes with the National Union 
of Pittsburg, April 15, as special agent 
for West Virginia. 

The Home Fire of Wheeling has be- 
gun appointing outside agencies, Park- 
ersburg being the first city invaded. 





Branch Opened at Lima 


The Ohio Inspection Bureau has opened 
a branch at Lima, O., with Wallace Lan- 
dis in charge. A new rate-book has been 
published. 





Cincinnati Notes 


Nothing new has been done on the so- 
licitor question at Cincinnati, the matter 
being left open for further consideration. 
It is expected that some further action 
will be taken shortly, but not until an- 
other meeting of the association shall be 
held.

It is said that a great part of the 
damage was caused by water from the 
sprinklers.

The Delaware and Reliance repudiate 
the circular of F. W. Smith, president 
of the Interinsurers Club of Cleveland, 
in which he states that arrangements 
have been made with E. O. Schade, dis- 
trict agent of the companies at Cleve- 
land, by which members can make a 
“saving of thousands of dollars” by plac- 
ing their insurance with Mr. Schade. 
Mr. Schade states that the circular was 
sent out without his knowledge or con- 
sent, and Manager Kemp of the com- 
panies declares that they have not offered 
any inducements to members of this club, 
which might be inferred have been made 
from the reading of the circular. Joshua

Reliance, but is not permitted in any 
way to cut rates or offer inducements 
to the club.

Indiana League Votes to Have an Inde- 
pendent Rating Association for the 
Use of Non-Union Companies 





The Indiana League, at its meeting 
this week, passed a resolution to form 
an independent rating organization for 
the non-union interests in the state. The 
league is a believer in the old Indiana 
mercantile schedules, which are now in ef- 
fect, and does not desire the introduction 
of the Dean schedules. Furthermore, 
the non-union special agents seem to 
think that they should not be wholly 
dependent on the union machinery. The 
two state organizations have been drift- 
ing apart during the last few months, 
but it is now expected that the joint 
committee will be able to bring about 
better co-operation. This committee is 
endeavoring to harmonize the differences, 
so that the two organizations may not 
conflict in their work. 





Starr Goes Into the Field 
B. E. Starr has been appointed special 
agent of the Michigan Commercial in 
Michigan to assist J. N. Estabrook. He 
has been connected with the home office. 
The company’s business in Michigan is 
growing rapidly. 





Michigan Field Club Disbands 

The Michigan Field Club held its an- 
nual meeting in Detroit on Tuesday and 
it was decided to disband the organiza- 
tion. It, therefore, adjourned sine die. 
There has been considerable friction in 
the club and lack of co-operation. In 
its palmy days the club accomplished a 
great deal of good, and it is a matter of 
regret that conditions do not justify its 
continuing. 





Subrogation Suit Started 

The Franklin Fire and other companies 
have filed suit against the Ft. Wayne 
Gas Company, Laura Bass and others 
for $125,000, growing out of the burning 
of the country home of John Bass in 
February, 1901, which was insured for 
$110,000. Plaintiffs allege that the fire 
was caused by varying gas _ pressure. 
The gas company is in bad financial 
Straits, but the officers are wealthy. 





Restlessness in Michigan 


Field men report that there is con- 
siderable restlessness throughout Michi- 
gan, following the disbanding of the 
stamping secretary system. The relief 
rule has been put in effect in some cases, 
which has added to local disturbances. 
Some companies are writing frame mer- 
catile risks and lumber yards at two 
rates for three years, and it is said that 
some companies are taking notes on 
town property, a practice which here- 


tofore has been confined to farm prop- 
erty.

Fire Protection Ordinance 
An ordinance has been introduced in 
the Indianapolis city council providing 
that basements of buildings used for 








manufacturing or mercantile purposes 
shall be equipped with water pipes. 
Where there is 4,000 square feet or less 
the pipes must be at least 21% inches in 
diameter, and they must be one-half inch 
larger for each additional 1,000 feet of 
floor space. There must be at least one 
nozzle for each 400 feet of floor space. 
The ordinance applies to all buildings 
to be erected, but also provides that 
present buildings must be so equipped, 
on the order of the fire chief, as also 
must theaters, hotels and public halls. 
Ninety days are allowed by the ordinance 
to install the pipes in buildings now in 
use. An adequate fine is imposed for 
violation of the ordinance. 





COMMITTEE REPORT ON DETROIT 





Does Not Find Anything Very Seriously 
Out of the Way Regarding 
Fire Protection. 





The committee of twenty of the na- 
tional board has rendered its report re- 
garding the fire protection of Detroit. 
The lack of reserve pumping station and 
inadequate pressure are to some degree 
offset by the wide streets in the down- 
town district. The engineers say that the 
rates of consumption exceed the present 
capacity of the pumps, which indicates 
a considerable waste. The present equip- 
ment does not provide a safe reserve. 

The engineers say that the pressure is 
too low throughout the city, and in the 
mercantile and manufacturing sections it 
is inadequate to operate the automatic 
sprinkler and other protective devices 
without the special fire pump. In some 
parts of the city the pressure is too low 
to furnish a fire engine supply from the 
hydrants. 

The committee states that the best pro- 
tection can be had by a complete separate 
system of mains used for fire purposes 
only. The systems should be supplied 
under high pressure by pumps of ample 
capacity which would furnish a service 
adequate for every purpose of fire fight- 
ing. 
Referring to the fire department the 
committee says that it has an efficient 
force well maintained and equipped. It 
has kept the average loss by fire during 
the last five years within moderate limits. 
The fire alarm system is under competent 
supervision and is furnishing satisfactory 
service. 

The committee declares that the build- 
ing laws are entirely inadequate for a city 
as large and important as Detroit, and 
there is need of a complete code covering 
all branches of building construction. The 
structural conditions throughout the 
downtown district are bad and would of- 
fer little resistance to a sweeping fire. 
The fire limits should be materially ex- 
tended. 

The wide streets and open spaces in the 
congested district divide it into a number 
of comparatively small sections and form 
fire breaks of considerable value. 

Regarding the conflagration hazard, the 
committee says that the conflagration haz- 
ard is severe in spots but moderate as a 
whole, by reason of wide streets, open 
spaces and the low average height and 
area of buildings and blocks. The proba- 
bility of a conflagration is increased on 
account of unguarded electrical and ex- 
plosive hazards and structural work, but 
is restricted to small areas. 

The Detroit local men think the engi- 
neers have exaggerated the conditions 
in many instances. One of their recom- 
mendations, viz., reductions in per capita 
consumption of water and use of me- 
ters to prevent waste, meets with local 
disapproval. The criticism of the fire de- 
partment is held to be unwarranted. 
Detroit people say that the fire depart- 
ment has always given the best of serv- 
ice and handled the fires in fine shape, 
which would be impossible to do if it 
were in the shape the engineers claim. 





Small Towns Well Supplied 


It is claimed by the local agents in the 
small towns throughout Indiana that 
there is an overabundance of companies 
in the various towns and that even con- 





sidering this condition special agents are 
still trying hard to place their com- 
panies where they are not represented. 
This must sound strange to the agents 
of the large towns where the thing is re- 
versed and it is the agents who are con- 
tinually seeking the companies. 





POLICY OF THE CLUB’S AGENTS 





Do Not Want to Sacrifice All at Detroit to 
Meet the Inroads of the 
Outsiders 


The Detroit Club does not intend to 
bring on demoralization in the attempt 
to meet non-board competition. While 
club members are losing business and 
dislike to see it leave their offices, yet 
they feel that it is better to sacrifice the 
amount secured by rate-cutting, rebating 
and irregular commissions rather than 
undermine everything. 

The club agents say that the activity 
of the outsiders has greatly increased 
and they are getting many choice pre- 
ferred risks. The Germania being out- 
side again is putting on more steam. 

The sign situation in Detroit is now 
being agitated by the fire board, and it 
looks as if the common council would 
have to pass an ordinance regulating 
the size and the localities where these 
signs can be put. At present these signs 
are being put up on some of the down- 
town buildings, covering the windows of 
three or four floors, so in case of fire 
it would be practically impossible for 
the firemen to gain access to the top 
floors, thus making the hazard much 
greater, besides endangering their lives. 
Mayor Codd is in favor of taking the 
signs off all high buildings.

WILL DISCUSS THE GAS HAZARD 





Missouri Fire Prevention Association 
Should Recelve the Support and En- 
couragement of the Companies 





President Cate of the Missouri Fire 
Prevention Association has called a 
meeting of field men at Joplin for April 
24, to take up the question of the use 
of natural gas in mining plants in south- 
western Missouri. The natural gas haz- 
ard is becoming very serious among the 
mines. Serious losses have already oc- 
curred, as most of the mines are now 
equipped for the use of gas. The gas is 
piped over from Kansas. 

The Missouri Fire Prevention Associa- 
tion is seriously handicapped on account 
of lack of funds, and an appeal has been 
made to the companies to contribute one- 
tenth of 1 percent of their Missouri pre- 
miums outside of St. Louis to the sup- 
port of the organization. The associa- 
tion in no way takes up rate questions, 
separation or any feature that is ob- 
jectionable. It has the approval of the 
state authorities, and the superintendent 
of insurance is a member. Its main 
committees are on fuel oil, natural gas, 
municipal ordinances, electric lighting 
and heating, waterworks, fire departments 
and improved constructions. Unless the 
companies come to the support of this 
organization it will not be able to carry 
on its work. There is need for an asso- 
ciation of this kind in Missouri, and it 
is hoped that the companies will give 
it the support and encouragement that 
it deserves. 





Browne Takes Field Position 


Roger E. Browne, who has been con- 
nected with the agency of Thomas 
Baker, Jr., & Co. of Fargo, N. D., has 
been appointed special agent of the Liv- 
erpool & London & Globe in that state 
and will work under State Agent Lou- 
don.

Fined for Violating Broker Law 


Superintendent Vandiver of Missouri 
brought suit in the criminal court at St.

The judge fined the firm $25 for 
violating the law. It is thought that this

LATE NEWS FROM DES MOINES 





Expansion of the Hawkeye Is Seen in Its 
Recent Movements—Entering Some 
Outside States 





Since the business of the Hawkeye of 
Des Moines came into control of the 
three sons of the late Adam Howell, 
there are many evidences of an ex- 
pansion policy being adopted. H. R. 
Howell personally took charge of en- 
tering the company in Illinois and ap- 
pointing Shipman & Wayne as Chicago 
agents. 

It is also stated that the company in- 
tends to erect a new home office build- 
ing in Des Moines.

WE have no personal quarrel with the 
insurance papers of New York and it is 
not our present intention to become in- 
volved in one. A couple of the smaller 
journals of that city, with insignificant cir- 
culation, however, make what appears to 
be a concerted attack on THE WESTERN 
Unperwriter for the independent atti- 
tude it has assumed towards the three 
New York companies, whose self-seek- 
ing and overambitious officials are, ac- 
according to our belief, to be blamed for 
most of the troubles in which the life 
insurance business has been irvolved. 

THE WESTERN UNDERWRITER has, at the 
cost, it might be said, of some little ad- 
vertising patronage, held itself free to 
express its honest opinions and to give its 
subscribers the truth as to New York de- 
velopments as they arose, so far as it has 
been able to do so. After going to some 
expense and trouble in order to get our 
bearings on the situation we have come to 
the conclusion that Mr. HuGues, by his 
intelligent and truly constructive work, 
has saved the New York companies from 
what would soon have been an intolera- 
ble situation, and with no thanks to those 
who are barking most loudly at his report. 
Fear of offending the so-called great men 
in the business has not deterred us from 
expressing our opinion where we have felt 
that the general good would thereby be 
helped. We have refrained as much as 
possible from indulging in personalities 
because we believe the evils complained of 
have been due as much to environment as 
to individual shortcomings. 

Our position for some reason seems to 
offend two of the New York papers. One 
of them remarks in its criticism of us 
that “The dog, even if it is a dog, should 
not bite the hand that feeds-it, any more 
than it should lick the hand that smites 
it.” We quote this rather unbecoming 
expression only because it shows the 
hopelessly venal conception which many 
of our contemporaries seem to have of 
the proper functions of an insurance 
journal. The editor unconsciously reveals 
the code of ethics governing in the con- 
duct of his own journal as simply that an 
editor once bought should stay bought. 
We will concede with him that there is 
one lower stage to which an editor can 
descend, and we accord him the proper 
meed of praise for not having turned up- 
on his benefactors in their time of 
trouble. 

It is unfair, however, of him to apply 
his code to us. THe WesteRN UNDpEr- 
WRITER from the day of its inception has 
been conducted on lines fundamentally op- 
posed to the principles of the class of 
journals of which our two New York 
critics are types. We have never accepted 
patronage from the companies except on 
a strictly business basis and have, we be- 





lieve, given value received to every com- 
pany which has used its space in our ad- 
vertising columns intelligently. It is true 
that we are publishing a journal avowedly 
in the best interests of insurance and to 
this extent we may be said to be partial, 
but beyond this we do not acknowledge 
allegiance or obligation to any company 
or set of officials. We realize that our 
New York contemporaries have a differ- 
ent view of the aims of insurance jour- 
nalism and we have no quarrel with them 
on this account, but we must ask that 
they do not interpret our duty for us ac- 
cording to their lights. 

When the smoke and dust of the pres- 
ent agitation will have cleared away we 
are confident that our policy will be sus- 
tained; and when it will no longer be pos- 
sible to conduct an insurance journal 
without subscribers we shall take pleasure 
in inviting the editors of “Insurance,” 
the “Surveyor” and their brethren who 
have assiduously cultivated the “Soft 
Snap” to peel off their jackets and join 
the workers. 








LIVING IN THE PAST 

Two instances recently came to our at- 
tention to illustrate the desirability of 
living in the present. A field man re- 
marked that he would have appointed a 
certain applicant for his company as sole 
agent in a large city had not this appli- 
cant required a half hour's time to relate 
his past achievements, record and history. 
His mind lingered on years gone by. He 
toyed with the ragged strings of the past, 
overlooked the present opportunities and 
prepared not for the future. 

A company official told us that his first 
impressions of an applicant for a spe- 
cial agency position were most favorable, 
but the applicant dwelt too long on what 
he had done in other days. There was 
no expression of faith in the present, no 
evidence of hope for the future. “It re- 
minded me,” said the official, “of a man 
standing by his own grave and trying 
to live again the past.” 

Reminiscence at times is a delight and 
a relief. Many memories of the past are 
most fragrant. Some of our achieve- 
ments make us feel a sense of pride. 
However, the man who is aspiring should 
return to the past only when not face to 
face with living issues. The employer 
in seeking men desires to know what 
these men can do and hope to do as 
well as what they have done. 








MOVE TO BE COMMENDED 

THE casualty men of Indianapolis have

He has not been able to see 
since, but maintained that cheery and 
buoyant spirit which made him a delight- 
ful companion. He has only attended to 
the most pressing duties of his business, 
spending his time at his home, the Turner 
Hotel in Chicago. Last week he suffered 
a serious relapse and neared the border 
land. 

Mr. Baker came to Chicago from Iowa 
a few years ago, where he had become 
successful as a surety man. He united 
with Macdonell-Baker-Calender Com- 
pany, managers of the Ocean, and later 
they took the tna Indemnity, When 
the firm split up some months ago, Mr. 
Baker took the A°tna Indemnity. He was 
elected secretary of the Chicago Surety 
Underwriters Association. 

Those who have come in contact with 
Mr. Baker recognized his ability and sin- 
cerity. He was loyal to his friends, and 
his business has been conducted on the 
square. A good fellow in every sense of 
the term, the calamity that has befallen 
him brought out his heroic mold. 


M. M. Dawson, the actuary of the Arm- 
strong committee, was at Ann Arbor on 
Tuesday, where he delivered a lecture be- 
fore the University of Michigan under 
the auspices of the department of insur- 
ance on “The Work and Recommenda- 
tions of the Armstrong Committee.” 

On Wednesday Mr. Dawson met a 
number of men in Chicago who are pro- 
moting a new life company as he is get- 
ting up the plans for them. 

From Chicago he went to Milwaukee 
where he has been engaged as actuary of 
the Wisconsin legislature investigating 
conimittee, 





Summary of Decision 
in Paul vs. Virginia 





Much is heard in the discussion of 
federal supervision as to the case of 
Paul vs. Virginia where the United 
States supreme court decided that in- 
surance was not interstate commerce. 
One of the companies in summarizing 
this famous case says: 

The case of Paul vs. Virginia, which 
has been so frequently alluded to in 
the debate in Congress on the question 
of federal supervision of insurance, 
was decided by the supreme court of 
the United States nearly forty years 
ago, Justice Field delivering the opin- 
ion. A_ statute of Virginia provided 
that no insurance company incorporated 
under the laws of another state should 
do business in Virginia without first 
obtaining a license, and that before it 
obtained a license it must deposit bonds 
of a specific character with the state 
treasurer. 

* * x 

The defendant, Paul, an agent for a 
New York fire insurance company, which 
had not obtained the license required, 
issued policies to citizens of Virginia. 
He was indicted and convicted in the 
state courts, and brought a writ of 
error ‘to the United States supreme 
court. It was claimed by the defendant 
that the statute was invalid, as violat- 
ing the clause of the United States 
constitution, which provides that “the 
citizens of each state shall be entitled 
to all the privileges and immunities 
of citizens in the several states,” and 
also. the clause giving Congress ex- 
clusive power “to regulate commerce 
with foreign nations and among the 
several states.” 

* * * 

The court sustained the law of Vir- 
ginia as against both these objections, 
saying, as to the first: “The answer 
which readily occurs to the objection 
founded upon the first clause consists 
in the fact that corporations are not 
citizens within its meaning. The term 
citizen as there used applies only to 
natural persons, members of the body 
politic, owing allegiance to the state, 
not to artificial persons created by the 
legislature, and possessing only the at- 
tributes which the legislature has pre- 
scribed. In no case which has 
come under our. observation, either 
in the state or federal courts, has a 
corporation been considered a_ citizen 
within the meaning of that provision 
of the constitution which declares that 
the citizens of each state shall be en- 
titled to all the privileges and immuni- 
ties of citizens of the several states. 

Now a grant of corporate ex- 
istence is a grant of special privileges 
to the corporators, enabling them to 
act for certain designated purposes as 
a single individual, and exempting them 
(unless otherwise specially provided) 
from individual liability. The corpora- 
tion, being the mere creature of local 
law, can have no legal existence be- 
yond the limits of the sovereignty where 
created. Having no _ absolute 
right of recognition in other states, 
but depending for such recognition and 
the enforcement of its contracts upon 
their assent, it follows, as a matter 
of course, that such assent may be 
granted upon such terms and conditions 
as those states may think proper to 
impose.” 

* * * 

As to the second objection, 
said: “The defect of the argument 
lies in the character of their business. 
Issuing a policy of insurance is not a 
transaction of commerce. The policies 
are simple contracts of indemnity against 
loss by fire, entered into between the 
corporations and the assured for a 
consideration paid by the latter. These 
contracts are not articles of commerce 
in any proper meaning of the word. 
They are not subjects of trade and 
barter offered in the market as some- 
thing having an existence and value

WILL BE THE PACIFIC MUTUAL 











President Tupper Announces that Hyphe- 
nated and Concatenated Nomenclature 
Will Be Dispensed With 





The interests that have consolidated the 
Pacific Mutual Life and the Conservative 
Life, after considerable deliberation, have 
concluded to continue the company as the 
Pacific Mutual Life. It was first planned 
to call the company the Pacific-Conserva- 
tive Life and later the Pacific Mutual & 
Conservative. There were objections 
offered to both these names, and, in order 
not to impede further progress, Presi- 
dent Tupper and his associates have de- 
cided to use the name of the Pacific Mu- 
tual. Of course, the company will be 
practically under the management of the 
old Conservative. 

The policy plans will consist of a com- 
plete set of forms of the guaranteed divi- 
dend policy of the Conservative Life with 
or without accident and health, also a 
complete set of mutual investment con- 
tracts of the Pacific Mutual. All forms 
will be modified somewhat to make them 
harmonize. 

When the men in control of the Pa- 
cific Mutual first advised the California 
insurance commissioner of the proposed 
amalgamation last December, he was 
asked to make a thorough examination of 
the consolidated company when all the 
details were finished. A week or so ago 
the request was made to him again, but 
he stated that his department had no 
funds for making such an examination. 
Thereupon President Tupper repeated the 
request and volunteered to pay the cost of 
the examination, and in accordance it is 
expected that within the next month the 
work will go on. Oregon and Washing- 
ton will join in the examination. The 
well-known actuary, S. H. Wolfe of New 
York, has been requested to conduct the 
examination work and wil begin about 
April 15. 





Watson Stricken With Paralysis 


Charles H. Watson, secretary of the 
Northwestern Mutual Life, was stricken 
with paralysis Monday evening while en- 
gaged in bowling. Reports on Tuesday 
were that he was doing as well as could 
possibly be expected. He is 63 years 
old and has been with the company about 


thirty years. His left side is affected by 
the stroke. 





Conn Bill Likely to Die 


The Conn bill before the Iowa legis- 
lature providing for the annual dis- 
tribution of surplus of life companies, 
which passed the house of representa- 
tives, is likely to go no further. The 
insurance investigation having been or- 
dered, the senate is not disposed to set 
on any important insurance legislation 
until the report of the commission is 
received at the next session. 

In this connection it has developed 
that the legislature in voting for the 
Investigation went contrary to the ideas 
of Auditor Carroll, who was not in favor 
of postponing all insurance legislation 
until next year. This has been one effect 
of creating an investigating commission. 
Mr. Carroll was anxious, nevertheless, 
to see the Conn bill enacted at the pres- 
ent session, and on his recommendation 
the house passed it; but there is every 
likelihood that the senate will adjourn 
next Friday without acting on the bill. 





Provident Savings Economizing 


The Provident Savings Life under 
President Woodruff’s administration has 
adopted a policy of retrenchment, which 
it is figured has already resulted in a 
saving of $300,000 a year. No effort is 
being made to extend the agency plant 
at present, but the attention of the field 
Superintendents is given to strengthen- 
ing the strongest of the agencies already 
established, while some of those which 
ave been little more than collection ‘ 





offices are being closed up as a matter 
of economy. On this account the Mil- 
waukee office is closed and collections 
there are being made through the Chi- 
cago office. 





Appropriation End Killed 


The Ohio legislature passed the bill 
appointing a commission to investigate 
life insurance, but failed to make an ap- 
propriation for the expense, so that the 
law, it is considered, will be practically a 
dead letter. Senator Ward, chairman of 
the insurance committee of the senate, and 
Representative Stewart, chairman of the 
house insurance committee, are both on 
the commission. 





TAKES OVER THE WESTERN LIFE 





American Mutual of Chicago Will Rein- 
sure the Business on a Legal Reserve 
Basis, with Impairment Liens 





At the meeting of the policyholders of 
the Western Life Indemnity of Chicago 
this week, it was voted to accept the prop- 
osition of the new American Mutual Life 
of that city to take over the business ac- 
cording to the 3 percent American ex- 
perience tables, the reserve liens to carry 
interest at 5 percent. An equal amount 
as an impairment lien without interest 
is to be placed on each policy, the lien 
to be reduced each year. In other words, 
the business will be treated as sub-stand- 
ard. Gen. George M. Moulton of the 
Western Life Indemnity will be elected 
president of the American Mutual, and 
some of its trustees will act in a similar 
capacity on the board of the American 
Mutual. 

The American Mutual will now com- 
plete its preliminery work preparatory to 
being licensed by the Illinois department. 
The guiding force in the company is 
George W. Riggs, and its plans are the 
most liberal and modern that can be de- 
vised within the bounds of safety. Mr. 
Riggs has associated with him a number 
of strong business men, who propose to 
see the company become a strong factor 
in life insurance circles. 





Will Try to Get Back $125,000 


Attorney S. O. Levinson of Chicago, 
who has led the attacks on the Western 
Life & Indemnity in that city, declares 
that he will begin proceedings against 
W. H. Gray, former manager, to secure 
$125,000 that he received from E. I. Ros- 
enfeld, present manager, for his contract. 
Manager Gray had the contract whereby 
he received a salary and certain commis- 
sions on the business, which he sold to 
Mr. Rosenfeld and retired from the com- 
pany. 

Mr. Rosenfeld has resigned as mana- 


ger and is engaging in another line of 
business. 





Goes With National, U. S. A. 


Frank C. Crittenden, manager of the 
advertising and supply department of 
the Mutual Reserve Life, leaves the 
company April 10 to go with the Na- 
tional Life, U. S. A., at Chicago as as- 
sistant to the secretary, with about the 
same duties he had with the Mutual 
Reserve. Mr. Crittenden came east from 
Iowa a few years ago. 





Options Are Expiring 


The options on the stock of the Co- 
lumbian National Life, which was sold 
with insurance, are now expiring. Vice- 
President Sears says: “Almost all of 
the shares of stock allotted to the 
stock option policyholders have been 
taken un: a few policyholders have asked 
for a short extension of the time during 
which they may exercise their options, 
and a few policyholders (a very few) 
have disposed of their stock. During the

REVISE THE ARMSTRONG BILLS 





Some of the New York Measures Are Mod- 
ified After Hearing the Companies’ 
and Agents’ Views 





The joint insurance committee of the 
New York legislature has amended some 
of the Armstrong bills, after giving hear- 
ings to the life insurance men. The 
Weekly Underwriter thus summarizes 


the changes: 

The bills relative to lobbying and political 
contributions and the code amendments 
relative to perjury, false entries, receiving 
rebates and acquisition of property are re- 
ported with only formal amendments. The 
amendments to the insurance law generally 
relative to standard forms and co-opera- 
tive and assessment insurance are incorpo- 
rated in one bill, and the changes are 
largely formal except that it is provided 
that every foreign company must do busi- 
ness within the limits of expenses laid 
down for the regulation of domestic com- 
panies or must leave the state. 4 

Section 87, relating to a, re- 
serves, is amended so that the $100,000,000 
limit is reduced to $75,000,000. The effect 
of this is that after a company has accu- 
mulated $75,000,000 of assets it may have 
not only a 5 per cent reserve, but annually 
the superintendent of insurance may per- 
mit the company to hold a larger reserve 
to meet depreciation or other emergencies. 

Section 97, relating to loadings on pre- 
miums, is stricken out. Section 98, relat- 
ing to the limitation of expenses, is ma- 
terlally modified. It provides that a com- 
peers first year’s expenses for first year’s 
business must not exceed, first, commis- 
sions to agents; second, salaries exclu- 
sively paid for new business in lieu of 
commissions; third, medical and inspection 
fees; fourth, advances to agents shall not 
exceed the loadings and margins originally 
provided. 

This allows about 50 per cent for new 
business to agents on ordinary life con- 
tracts. The agents are also allowed nine 
renewals of 7% | pe each, with a 2 per- 
cent collection fee after the tenth year. 
The companies are given the privilege to 
commute these nine payments over any 
period not less than three years, and pro- 
viding that not more than two-fifths of 
the commuted amount shall be paid in 
any one year. 

The section relating to investments is 
also modified to the extent of permitting 
the companies to hold the collateral trust 
bonds they now have, but not to accumu- 
late any more of this class of securities. 

This change will save the companies 
from disposing of about $100,000,000 of col- 
lateral trust nds which they now hold, 
and they will not be compelled to sell them 
with their stocks. All the rest of the sec- 
tion stands as originally drawn. 

The changes in the section relating to 
standard forms of policies are wholly actu- 
arial. It is provided that the standard 
form shall go into effect Jan. 1, but prior 
to Oct. 1 the superintendent of insurance, 
after consultation with the companies and 
after a hearing, may modify the forms, 
but only to the extent that they will not 
conflict in any way with the general law 
on the subject. 





Sage Made Assistant Secretary 

John D. Sage, who has been in charge 
of the literary bureau of the Union Cen- 
tral, has been elected assistant secretary. 
Mr. Sage has been with the company 
since leaving college and has shown him- 
self to be a young man of decided abil- 
ity. He is a son of the late Dr. A. J. 
Sage, who for many years edited the 
Union Central Advocate. 





Frankel’s Company Licensed 

The Great Western Life Insurance As- 
sociation, promoted by Jacob Frankel, at 
Indianapolis, having procured the nec- 
essary membership and assets, has been 
licensed by the state of Indiana. Mr. 
Frankel says the rates are to be on the 
old line scale, with the intention of put- 
ting the company, in time, into the legal 
reserve ranks. 





Promotions in Connecticut Mutual 


At a recent meeting of the directors 
of the Connecticut Mutual Life, Her- 
bert H. White resigned as secretary, to 
accept the office of treasurer, which has 
just been created; William H. Deming, 
assistant secretary, was advanced to sec- 
retary, and J. Humphrey Greene, son of 
the late president of the company, was 





advanced from assistant 


secretary to 
second secretary. 





Sues Elkhart Concern 


Suit has been brought in the federal 
court at Indianapolis by Mrs. Leonora 
App and her daughter of Charleston, 
Ill, to collect $2,000 from the American 
Mutual Life of Elkhart, Ind. It is al- 
leged that the husband of Mrs. App in- 
sured the life of his uncle in 1892; that 
Mr. App died in 1897 and that on ad- 
vice of the treasurer of the company 
Mrs. App continued to pay premiums 





until the death of the uncle in 1905, 
when the company refused to pay the 
claim on the ground that the insurance 
had been effected without the knowledge 
or consent of the assured. 





Will Take Hold May 1

The trustees of the Michigan grand 
lodge, A. O. U. W., have authorized the 
officers to negotiate a loan of $50,000 to 
meet pressing claims. The claims now 
payable amount to $190,000 with the re- 
sult that five or six months elapse after 
each death before the insurance can be 
paid.

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as it was feared a clamor would arise. 
The trustees think that with the passing 
of most of the members rated on an old 
classified plan will relieve the situation. 

At a recent meeting of the Supreme 
Lodge A. O. U. W. of Missouri a reso- 
lution was adopted increasing the rates 
of members above the age of fifty $1 a 
month. The report of the association for 
1905 shows that the ages above fifty are 
not bearing their proportionate share of 
the expense of meeting death claims for 
these ages, and the rates were raised to 
meet this condition. It is thought this 
will increase the revenue of the associa- 
tion about $10,000 a month and enable 
it to catch up on unpaid death claims, as 
the raise adopted one or two years ago did 
not meet the necessitites of the order. 

On the application of the Indiana at- 
torney-general, a receiver has been ap- 
pointed for the Modern Samaritans of 
the World, a fraternal of Elkhart, Ind. 
A meeting has been called at Elkhart of 
delegates from the Samaritan lodges of 
the state to devise plans for obtaining 
funds by subscription to settle the in- 
debtedness of the order and begin anew 
on a better basis and on the rates fixed 
by the National Fraternal Congress. The 
concern has $5,000,000 insurance in force 
and about $100 cash assets, 





ANNUAL BANQUET AT CLEVELAND 





Finest Affair of the Kind Ever Given by 
the Association—President Scovel 
Was Leading Speaker 





The seventeenth annual banquet of the 
Cleveland Association of Life Underwrit- 
ers took place at the Colonial Hotel on 
Tuesday evening, one hundred persons 
being present. Without a doubt it was 
one of the most pleasant and interesting 
occasions of the kind that have taken 
place in the history of the organization. 

After disposing of an elegant menu, 
President Nathan Kendall, toastmaster on 
this occasion, introduced President Charles 
W. Scovel of the national association, say- 
ing that he had made a distinct success 
of his administration and, moreover, that 
he had been a most successful agency 
manager. 

* * * 

_Mr. Scovel’s subject was “The Asso- 
ciation Movement,” and he treated it in 
an interesting and very instructive man- 
ner. Mr. Scovel spoke of the practice 
that most organizations had lately adopted 
of admitting solicitors as well as man- 
agers and ‘general agenfs. This has 
given increased interest in every way. Of 
the turmoils of the past year he said there 
had been more to develop men than at 
any time in the past. Trouble causes 
them to put their shoulders to the wheel 
and cements friendship for each other. 
This means great results for the future. 

The speaker then reviewed at some 
length the attempted legislation in sev- 
eral states and the work the associations 
have done in preventing the passage of 
those bills which would be detrimental. 

The work of the Chicago convention 
of commissioners and state officials was 
also reviewed and the results summed up 
in the final report on the Armstrong com- 
mittee was shown to be satisfactory to the 
imsurance interests that have both the 
good of the business and the policyholders 
at heart. 

The greatest evil has come to the busi- 
ness in the attempts of the companies to 
make the best showing and in their en- 
deavor to become controlling financial fac- 
tors. In some instances the insurance 
departments, medical departments and the 
agents became minor factors. The high- 
pressure methods have largely disappeared 
and the future has much of good in store. 

Odious comparisons and competitive 
methods used by most agents is respon- 
sible for much of the suspicion cast upon 
the business. All this should cease, said 
the speaker. 

* * &* 


Rev. Father Gilbert P. Jennings of St. 
Agnes Church made one of the best 
talks ever heard from one who is not 
actively in the business. He contended 

t insurance is at once a protection to 








the family and a savings bank, and he has 
absolutely no fear of loss, notwithstanding 
the things that have occurred to frighten 
people. The principles are as sound and 
safe as any other human institution in 
existence. Paying his respects to small 
co-operative companies, he said sooner 
or later all must either go out of exist- 
ence or readjust their premium payments. 
The whole address was a compliment to 
the institution of insurance and, said he, 
the end of the agent is not yet. 


Walter R. Gilbert of the Mutual Life 
told the story of the hearing on the Arm- 
strong bills at Albany. He said the six 
hundred or seven hundred men who went 
to that city to oppose the bill were as 
fine a lot of gentlemen as ever assembled, 
and that they were accorded courteous 
attention. Their work counted for much, 
and the final results will show the influ- 
ence they wielded. Mr. Gilbert said he 
went to Albany a little lukewarm, but 
returned a strong association man. 

Maj. F. A. Kendall of the Penn Mutual 
recounted the founding of the association 
in his office seventeen years ago, and said 
he rejoiced in seeing the results as shown 
in the room that night. Only three of the 
original members were present. 

The success of the banquet was largely 
due to the earnest and excellent work 
of the officers and the executive commit- 
tee.

made a mistake in attempting to carry 
this policy of $5,000 in addition to his 
other insurance. Of course if the other 
insurance was obtained subsequently, 
Mrs. Rylander could not have known of 
its existence. 
Did Not Circumvent the Law 

Again, the amended petition did not 
even allege that the insurance other than 
that involved in the present case was 
assigned to someone who had no insur- 
able interest in Allen’s life. So the 
allegations in reference to this other in- 
surance fail to even indicate that Allen 
had sought to circumvent the law in 
reference to wager policies. The con- 
clusion is that the petition did not set 
forth a cause of action against Mrs. 
Rylander, and the court therefore erred 
in overruling the general demurrer. 





Trustee Bill Passed 

New York, April 3.—(Special.)—Fol- 
lowing the action of the senate at 
New York in passing a bill postponing 
election of trustees of mutual life com- 
panies of New York until Nov. 15 and 
voiding all proxies secured before Sept. 
15, the house also passed the bill. This 
will knock out all of the Lawson’s 
proxies as well as those secured by 
policyholders’ associations and company 
managers. The proxy campaign, there- 
fore, will have to be gone over again. 
The mutual companies to which this 
applies are the New York Life, Mutual 
Life, Mutual Reserve and _ Security 
Mutual.

Squelch Officious Clerks 


The thirteen bonding and surety com- 
panies doing business in Iowa were re- 
ported as solvent and meeting their ob- 
ligations in a satisfactory manner by a 
legislative committee appointed to inves- 
tigate the difficulties which some of the 
companies had had with clerks of dis- 





trict courts. The clerks in many cases, 
without authority of law, had refused 
to accept as surety the bond of com- 
panies regularly chartered to do busi- 
ness in that state. The investigation 
failed to disclose any justification for 
this treatment. There were no instances 
reported of any company refusing to 
pay its just claims. The committee de- 
clined to recommend a compulsory de- 
posit law for surety companies. It 
recommended a law giving clerks of 
court authority to refuse as surety a 
company which failed to pay any judg- 
ment against it within thirty days. 





MAY NOW JOIN THE CONFERENCE 





Hope That Liability Companies May Agree 
to Pool Their Experience and Add 
to the Valuable Data 





Now that the liability conference has 
resolved itself into purely a statistical de- 
pository, it is expected that other com- 
panies will enter to get the benefit of the 
combined experience. The data gathered 
together by the conference is considered 
valuable, but since it was compiled there 
have been hundreds of thousands of dol- 
lars in premiums written whose experi- 
ence has not been pooled. 

It is understood that the General Acci- 
dent, Casualty Company of America, 
Frankfort and New Amsterdam may 
agree to enter the conference, and later 
on it is hoped to induce others to join 
and thus get as large an experience as 
possible.

(Mo.) city council the question as to 
whether he shall respond to calls from 
across the river and thus relieve himself 
of personal responsibility.

Some companies have used the rule but 
sparingly, only bringing it into play where 
it seemed essential and where the evi- 
dence was conclusive.

In Minnesota, owing to the law pro- 
hibiting discrimination as to rates, the 
governing committee is not granting re- 
lief, leaving the question of competitive 
measures with the companies.

WILL MAKE IT A GOOD COMPANY 





Merger of Armenia and Conestoga Will 
Create a Strong Factor for the 
Dickson Syndicate 





An important deal was recently con- 
summated which will mean the strength- 
ening of the old Armenia Insurance 
Company of this city and placing it in 
first-class condition as an agency com- 
pany. The controlling interests in the 
Armenia have closed a contract for the 
purchase of the control of the Conestoga 
Fire Insurance Company of Lancaster, 
Pa., the stock to be transferred this 
week. After the transfer has been made 
the fotiowing will be elected as officers 
of the Conestoga: Robert Dickson, pres- 
ident; P. V. Rovianek, vice-president; 
R. H. Marshall, secretary; R. D. Tweed- 
dale, assistant secretary, the officers be- 
ing similar to those of the Armenia. 

The object of the purchase is to amal- 
gamate the two companies, forming one 
institution, with assets of nearly $500,000; 
reserve over $100,000, and a surplus to 
policyholders of over $350,000. It has 
not been decided whether to select the 
name for the new company by joining 
the two present names or adopt an en- 
tirely new one. The amalgamated com- 
pany, however, will have a capital of 


$200,000 and a net surplus of over 
$150,000. 
Widmyer & Prangley of Lancaster, 


who have had charge of the Conestoga— 
Mr. Widmyer being the secretary of the 
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company—will continue to represent the 
amalgamated company for Lancaster 
county. They have one of the largest 
agencies in the city, representing some 
twenty-four companies. As far as prac- 
tical, all agents of the Armenia and 
Conestoga will be retained by the new 
organization. The Lancaster interests 
will be substantially represented on the 
board of directors of the new organiza- 
tion and co-operate in building up a 
strong company. This deal is the out- 
come of a desire upon the part of Rob- 
ert Dickson, president of the Armenia, 
to strengthen that institution so that 
there could be no question among the 
agency force as to its financial condition. 
No better evidence as to the determina- 
tion of the present management and 
directorate of the Armenia to place it 
on a solid footing could be given than 
the furnishing of the capital necessary 
to bring about this important transac- 
tion. 

With the Southern Insurance Com- 
pany of New Orleans and the new or- 
ganization, Messrs. Dickson & Tweed- 
dale will have under their direction two 
excellent fire insurance companies, each 
having assets of upward of $500,000 and 
surplus to policyholders of $350,000. It 
is the intention to do strictly an agency 
business, avoiding surplus lines. The 
above firm will have charge of the 
eastern territory. John E. Henrdy of Chi- 
cago, who recently resigned as Cook county 
general agent of the Royal Exchange 
and who has been associated with Mr. 
Dickson for nearly twenty-five years, 
will have charge of the western field; 
Godchaux, Shelby & Mioton of New 
Orleans will direct affars in Louisiana 
and Mississippi; Judge Yocum, president 
of the Houston F. & will have 
charge of Texas, and Arthur G. Lang- 
ham of Louisville will take care of Ken- 


tucky. Colonel Powell has been secured 
as executive special for the middle 
states. 

Mr. Dickson, as president of both 


companies, will have supervision of the 
entire field. He is an experienced under- 
writer and may be depended upon to 
make the companies a factor in the 
agency field—IJnsurance World.

Schoolhouses, while heretofore rank- 
ing as preferred business, are gradually 
passing to the non-preferred class, ow- 
ing to the numerous losses sustained by 
companies during the past few years. 
The dry closet and heating systems are 
held chiefly responsible for this result 
and agents should carefully inspect 
every schoolhouse written, and if any 
are found with the old dry closet or 
obsolete heating systems they should be 
submitted to the company with full par- 
ticulars before policy is issued. 

When having occasion to write a mer- 
cantile stock an inspection should be 
made to ascertain the condition of the 
stock to be covered. See whether it is 
fresh or old shopworn goods. Learn 
the value of same and judge from the 


total amount of insurance carried 
whether the value will justify the 
amount of insurance. Investigate also 


the commercial status of the assured 
and his future prospects and find out 
whether there is any encumbrance on 
the stock. If the merchant has a large 
stock of old goods, is not making much 
headway in trade, and a tendency to 
overinsure is apparent, then you should 
shun the risk on general principles. 
Again, if he is a newcomer, learn what 
you can as to his antecedents and 
former place of abode; whether he in- 
tends to stay in your midst indefinitely 
or is a migratory individual who flits 
from place to place. In the latter event 
he is a fit subject to avoid, as he might 
some day conclude that it is easier to 
sell out to the insurance companies than 
to make another doubtful move. 

Is a natural gas permit necessary on 
dwelling house policies in a city where 
companies furnishing such fuel have 
been duly authorized by franchise to 
operate? Some difference of opinion 
seems to exist among agents on this 
point. Some contend that no permit 
is necessary for anything which is 
covered by a franchise; that the policy 
covers all such things in the original 
contract. Others say that the hazard 
is increased by the use of natural gas 
and that a permit is therefore necessary. 
That the hazard is increased goes with- 
out question, and it would seem that 
such a point would either have to be 
covered by a permit or an increase in 
the rate. This is the system used in 
relation to electricity for light or 
power, and all electric companies oper- 
ate under franchise. 

The question as to whether a natural

gas permit is necessary has been the 
cause of some discussion in Cleveland, 
some claiming that the fact that it is 
recognized as a common fuel and light- 
ing material is sufficient to make a 
policy binding and that any court would 
so construe. Others, however, say that 
the introduction of natural gas into a 
building increases the hazard, and, if 
done while a policy is in force, might 
come under the clause to that effect. 
Should this be the case, then the policy 
would become void. If an agent ac- 
cepted a risk where natural gas is used 
and furnished a policy without the per- 
mit, then this provision would be voided, 
for the hazard would not be increased 
during the term of the contract. It is 
generally believed that courts would give 
the policyholder a verdict in case of 
controversy over this point. 

There are certain restrictions in the 
companies’ natural gas permits by which 
they wish to be protected, hence the im- 
portance of attaching such permit wher- 
ever natural gas is used, although some 
companies are lax about requiring it. 
As to explosion hazard, a separate ex- 
plosion clause is absolutely necessary in 
states permitting it, and an additional 
charge of 10 cents per $100 is collected. 
In Ohio, however, most companies are 
debarred from covering the natural gas 
explosion hazard, as it has been held by 
the insurance department that they may 
not do this unless their charters give 
them that privilege. 


“Attach the duplicate receipt to the 
policy,” is one of the instructions always 
sent out with partial loss payments. The 
receipt should be attached to the policy 
that the insured may have a record of 
the reduction in his insurance, and may 
not claim when loss next occurs that he 
thought that he was insured for the 
original sum until the expiration of his 
policy. 

The receipt should be attached to the 
policy that the adjuster, on the next loss, 
may have notice of the reduction on ac- 
count of loss paid, and not make up 
proofs and draw for the total face of 
the policy; this is no joke, it has hap- 
pened. 

There are two classes of agents who 
seem to have a holy horror of attaching 
the duplicate receipt to the policy; one 
is the agent who knows more than the 
office, and the other is the agent who 
doesn’t know anything and won’t learn; 
both in a good minority, but numerous 
enough to keep the man at the desk from 
sprouting wings.—Firemans Fund Record.
